Claimll (original). The method of claim 10 wherein the script is a text -based configuration file. 

Claim 12(original). The method of claim 10 wherein the script identifies which of the staged 
programs are to be attached and which of the staged programs are to be detached.

being copied to the storage medium of the destination computer, and
